Georgetown, Ky., June 22.— The 
General Association of Kentucky 
Baptists adjourned to-day after a 
sesHiou of four days. 

Dr. A. C. Graves of Lel)anon rend a 
report on foreign ruissious. The 
Southern Baptists gave ,$125,000; 
total converts, 1 364; missionaries 
employed, 89; native workers, 43; 
baptisms for the year, 168. Kev, J, 
P. Trotter, of Maysville, read the 
home missions repcrt. Total contrib 
butions, $!S3,184; number of baptisms, 
4,709; number of missionaries. 372; 
churches established, 139: Sunday 
schools establisned. 313. Dr. E. C. 
Dargan presented the report of the 
student's fund of the seminary. Rev, 
Kennedy, coloml. spoke on the 
"Negroes of AiDirica," and Kev. 
Kerfoot took up a e jliection of 1135 
ions rtud schools among the 
colored people. The report of schools 
aud colieges was presented by Prof. 
Harrison, of Bethel Female College, 
Hopkinaville, showing 1,500 pupiis 
enrolled; about 190 males, 126 having 
the ministry in view; 48 at seminary 
at Louisville; 49 at Georgetown In- 
ntitute; 295 from the whole country 
at the seminary; 538 enrolled in the, 
jKired schools of the State. Dr. 
^ir^MU took up a subscription of 
1,110 for the student's fund of the 
thelogical seminary, and 15 collections 
were promised. 

Rev. Z. T. Cody offered the follow- 
ing strong resolution on temparence, 
which was adopted: 

"It ia tbe sense of this body that 
no person should be retained in the 
fellowship of a Baptist church who 
is engaged in tbe manufacture or sale 
of intoxicating liqaora for beverage 
purposes. We recommend that the 
constitution be so changed that no 
church be allowed representation in 
its fellowship members engaged in 
the manufacture or sale of liquor for 
beverage purposes." 

Rev. Fred Hale presented a 
report of the Baptist Or 
phaus' Home at Louisville: num- 
ber in borne, 88; received since 
organized, 1,015; from Loui8yille,305; 
from State, 710. A coUeetion was 
taken and pledges were made by 
many cburcbes. L. H. Cox, 
Secretary of tbe Minietera' Aid Socie- 
ty, preaented tba finaneiBl exhibit 
and Dr. Boyd, Cbaiiman of tbe com- 
mittee, preaented bia report. The 
Association adjourned to meet next 
year at Hopkinsville.

A scuffle ensued and 
Garrott drew his pistol and shot old 
man Leavell and his son Tom, one of 
them being shot fromjthe ground, as 
Garrott fell or was thrown down. He 
threw the loads out of his pistol just 
as it was taken from bim and got up 
and took to his heels while one of the 
negroes was trying to shoot him with 
tbe empty pistol. Tom Leavell died: 
aud Reuben was down for some tini&> 
from his wounds, but recovered. 

Garrott is a small but heavy sef 
young man. The fact that he was 
beset by four or Hye stalwart negro 
men made his plea of self-defense a 
strong one from the start and his case 
was made out iu a clear and convinc- 
ing manner.

An Almost Universal Cutton> Among 
the Criminal C uses. 
"It is a curious fact, to which crim- 
inologists have not paid much atten- 
tion, that a largo proportion of in- 
stinctive criminals have tatt(io marks 
put up'?n their persons," sen! I 'r. 
George S. Williams, physician of ilie, 
MisBOiui penitrntjary. "It is a par- 
ado.\ that this fancy should bo a part 
of the criminal mind, for a tattoo 
marks the subject for life. It would 
seem more natural for the crimioai 
to avoid all such marka in order to 
better conceal his identity from tho 
slenth« of the law. The operation of 

tatt is Mu.le [ainful, but even 

this IS i.nt .i.h terirtu. ( 'i iinni::!.-, by 
(he way, seem able to .stand nioie |>,'iin 
than persona of honest instincts and 
habits. The desire to be tattooed, 
however, is the atrangeatand most in- 
comprehensible freak of the criminal 
intellect. It cannot henceonntcd for 
on any other hypothesis than that 
there is an unyielding and invariable 
cotapensating law of nature which 
operates in the interest of orderly con- 
duct and behavior. But for the tat- 
too mark.s with which many hardened 
and incorrigible wretclics decorate 
their skin many a criminal who is 
now conlincd I;ehind strong prison 
walls where he can do tho world the 
least amounf of harm would be at lib- 
erty to-day, preying on society. 

"The custom of tattooing is as \yop- 
ular among the female criminals as 
among the males, though women 
rarely have the mark put in as Con- 
spicuous places as the men. There is 
an interesting field of study hero for 
the student of criminology. Lom- 
liroso has merely called attention to 
the fact of which I speak without at- 
tempting to e.xplain the causes that 
lead to it, but he is the only specialist 
of note that seems to have given the 
tiiatler any notice. It more fro- 
i]iieiitlv happens than otherwise that 
( viuiinals who submit to the tattoo- 
iT,-_' oiierntion cho'iso a depign sug- 
gestive of llie lewd and libibinnus, 
find in this is contained, the positive 
hint of a diseased comlition of mind, 
which in-obalily e.vjdains tlie real 
cause of tho foolish and iinliiisincss- 
like cust<mi. The habit seems to be 
so uni\ersal amotig instinctive ciini- 
inals that I am inclined to liclieve 
there must be some one (»r vMn-v in- 
stitutions in the country where tliey 
get the work done. l ev.- of them lu re

A GAS WELL ENTERPBISE. 

A Chemistry, • Dca.l Dog and 
Project That Looited Promising. 
"Just to show you how little things 
havQ affected my big undertakings," 
said the ex-boomer from Oregoi>, 
"let me tell you how the poisoning of 
a dog wiL-^ responsible for the wlioh 
lustoiy of a gas well in which I wa; 
once pretty heavily interested. 

"About tho time wo moved onto 
the ranch near Drain, Ore., my boy 
Charles was very much interested in 
chemistry, and was devoting much of 
his spare time to pertoming a lot of 
experiments in an old book which ho 
had on the subject. My wife became 
rather prejudiced against his e.vperi- 
tuents after he had fnghlened Ham 
Song, our Chinese cook, into hyster- 
ics by appearing before him one dark 
night with phosphorus rubbed on his 
face and hands, and I also began to 
fear that he might do himself some in- 
jury after I found a ]>lant for generat- 
ing laughing gas at work on my 
library table one afternoon. My 
feeling against chemistry reached a 
head, however, when my pet deer 
hound ate up one ol Chaners experi 
ments and died as a result. After 
that I refused to buy a new chemistry 
book or any more chemicals, and ban- 
ished all future research in that line 
to an old shack that stood over the 
other side of the cattle corral. 

It was some time after this that we 
began to discuss the possibility of 
there being deposits of ratural gas 
under Drain, and half a dozen of us 
ndcrtook to make an investigation of 
he suljject. We found large quan- 
ities of some kind of gas that bubbled 
p from tho creek bed when we 
poked about with sticks. We could 
fill a five gallon coal oil can with it in 
two or three minutes at almost every 
jKiint we tried, and tho ga.s burned 
with a bright yellow ilame that emit- 
ted considerable light and heat. 
When I got home the night after dis- 
covering these facts I put my jiridc in 
ray pocket and groped my way dcjwn 
to Chailev's shack to con.sult him <m 
the subject uf natural gn.s. 

•1 guess it is only marsh gas you 
have found,' was his verdict. 'You 
sec, for the last 30 years there have 
been sav.-mills on the creek above 
where this gas occurs, and the saw- 
dust from them is probably decaying 
all along the creek bottom, and that 
produces niarsh gas.' 

"When I asked him for authority 
for his statement, he got out the old 
l)ook that I had refuifed to replace 
with a more modern work and showed 
jih slating that marr-h 
duet of the decom]iosi- 
tion of wood under water. Then the 
next paragraph caught my eye. ll 
went on to say that in boring a well, 
in some place I have forgotten, a 
large body of gas had been diseovered, 
lied natural gas. wlueli wastliou<:hi 
to be merely a n^itural rc-^ervoir of 
marsh gas. To a man in my state ol 
mind, this statement was conclusive; 
I took no notice of tho fact that tin 
book had been published back in the 
seventies somewhere, but spent the 
most of that night in drawing up the 
papers of tho Drain Natural Gas com- 
pany. 

"Inside of a month I had a charter 
and an incorporated company with 
one-half of its capital stock paid up, 
and had iiuule a contract with a man 
named I orbett to sink a well at so 
iniicli per thousand feet. We had 
two so-called experts to go over the 
ground and luiLlished their reiiorts, 
stating that the formation of the 
country was superior to that of Penn- 
sylvMTiia, and proiiliesying the discov- 
ery of oil as well as gas. Of course, 
a good deal of real estate changed 
hands while preparations to com- 
mence drilling were in progress. We 
located the well across the creek from 
Drain, jjlotiing a town site around it 
which we called South Drain. We 
advertised extensively, and werejtist 
about ready to commence the sale of 
lots when Corbett began to strike 
dillK ulties.

.New Procrmm of Blearblpar. 

A new process of bleaching has bera 
brought fopvvard by means of wlu<J» 
there is produced a cle»ir white in cot' 
ton without any deterioration in tiber. 
In a starching machine the material to 
be bleached Is treated with a lye to 
which bisulphide of soda and an alka- 
line chloride have been added and the 
pood* aubjected to heavy pressure. 
They are then trsnrfemed to a steam- 
ing apparatus, in which they remain 30 
to fiO minutes. The other operations 
of bleaching are of the ordinary kind. 
The addition of alkaline chloride to the 
lye dissolves the gummy matter and 
capsules In the fiber.

Yesterday morning about 8 o'clock 
some of the yard crew at the 0. V., 
discovered tna bloody corpse of a ne 
gro man in an old caboose on the side 
track near Clark street. The corpse 
waa identified as that of Anthony 
Bennett a negro man whose age was 
about 36 years. Coroner Sandefur 
upon being notified had the body re- 
moved to the undertaking establish- 
ment of the Henderson Coffin & Em- 
balming Co., where the inquest wa^ 
held. vVhen the body was found, 
it was a kneeling posture and partial- 
ly undressed with quite a pool of 
blood nearby on the floor of the ca- 
boose. The eyideuce before . the 
coroner's jury sho<\ed that he bled 
to death from a cut inflicted by his 
own baud, but not with suicidal in- 
tent. Dr. Lieber and Dr. Dison both 
testified in the case. It seems that 
Bennett had been afflicted with a 
diseased artery which had caused a 
blotod sdck to form on his back, which 
wa«| very painful and the conclusion 
drawn was that he attempted to al 
leviate this pain by puncturing it 
with a knife, which opened the artery, 
causing him to bleed to death in a

"I am satisfied that the naturalists 
are mistaken in the general belief that 
eleyilrants hve to be 200 years old.

DANIEL BOONE. 

Became a Spanish Subject, Renounc- 
ing Allegiance to United States. 

About the year 1797 the old pioneer 
Danies Boone went over into Missouri 
and settled in w^hat was known as the 
Femme Osage (Osage Woman) set- 
tlement. This was on the Missouri 
• in the district of St. Charles, 
about 45 miles west of St. Louis, and 
about 25 miles above the town of St. 
Charles. This portion of Missouri 
was then wild and picturesque — just 
such a country as he loved. 

Soon after his arrival in Missouri 
Daniel Boone renounced his alle- 
ce to the government of the 
ed States, and became a Spanish 
subject. On .Tune Jl, 1800, Delassus 
ai)pointed him commandant, or syn- 
dic, of the Femme Osage district, e 
position which he accepted. The of- 
fice was both civil and military. In 
time of peace he acted as an adjudi- 
cator, or judge, over the people in his 
dihtrict, and in time of war he was 
their commander. 

The matters on which he had to 
pass judgment were such as required 
honesty and practical common sense, 
rather tlian a knowledgo of law. Tie 
fearle>.^ and uiiright iii. bis do- 
cisioiiri. < >n one oci asion a (lesjtorado 
who had been terrorizing the ])eople 
of the Femme Osage district was pub- 
licly reprirfianded by Boone. The 
inan, who prided himself on his power 
to overawe the people, cried out: 

'If you were not an old roan, I 
should not take that from you." 

'TTou great coward," responded 
Boone, shaking his clenched fist cloee 
to the man's face, "if you want to get 
revenge on mo for what I have said 
't let my gray hairs stand in the 
way. Old oa I am, I am young enough 
.hip you." Quite crestfallen, the 
fellow slunk away and was never again 
heanl to say anything against tlie old 
pioiMier. — St. Louis Ilepublic.

Bergman Os- 
terberg, a Swedish lady who is rightly 
regarded as the foremost living au- 
thority upon physical cult\ire for 
women.

Ostorberg who 
was intrusted by the London school 
board with the delicate task of train- 
ing the board school-teachers in gym- 
nastics. Over a thousand of them 
passed through her hands, of M lioni 
rather more than half hold her cer- 
tificate Mf proliciencv. 

The foundation <d' the phytic; 
culture taught at the college to tli 
30 or 40 "sweet girl graduates" there 
assembled is Ling's Swedish system of 
gymnastics. By constant practice in 
a series of beautiful and rhythmical 
movements, the whole body is made 
lissome and strong. Then, a.s soon a^ 
the pupil is "fit," all kinds of gamci 
are indulged in. Cricket, hockey, ten- 
nis, croquet, jumping and vaulting, 
racing, cycling and almost every other 
form of sfwrt, is jnirsned, with an 
eagerness and an anxious desire to 
excel such as would put to shame the 
boys of many of our public schools. 
Swimming is also part of the regular 
college course, a natural swimming 
Imth being formed out of a private 
part of the liiver Darenth, just when 
it rnns through and is dammed uji in 
an old, secluded and historic garden. 

The college is intended mainly for 
the training of lady teachers of gym- 
nastics, but there are many pupils, the 
daughters of wealthy people, who are 
undergoing the course for their

less, and in the course of a few months^ 
is transformed into a rosy, hca 
v\-oman, fit to "go anywhere and do

Between 18 and 30 is the usual 
of admission, but the closer candidates 
apj)roach the former age the better. 
Before a pupil's n^me is placed on the 
books she has to submit to a medical 
examination, in order to make sure 
there is no organic disease present; 
and she must also certify her willing- 
ness to abide by the college rules and 
regulations. The course lasts two 
years, and the tot^il feea for the whole 
period aggregate about 200 guineas. 

The life, though healthy, is far 
from an easy one. Professors and pu- 
pils alike go bareheaded, no matter 
how inchMiient the weather may 1ie. 
and "early to hed and early to rise" is 
a precept that is rigidly enforced. 
Then the diet, though liberal, is plain, 
and must not be privately modified 
without permission. The wearing of 
the uniform is also obligatory. It con- 
sists of a sort of loosi>-fitt ing blouse 
of dark-blue cloth, with ii plaited kilt 
of similar material falling to the 
knees, black stockings and low tan 
shoes. Corsets, or any substitute 
therefor, are strictly forbidden. In 
this costume, unless it is actually rain« 
ing, the girls spend practically the 
entire day in the open air. — ^Answers. 
GoAtt Lights.
